Mar tL — WUllam 
Worthiagton. M'yeara old, Judge of 
the Fsyetto Oroi^t Court, died Mon- 
day afternoon at St Joseph's Hospiui 
tollowlng an operation for gallstones. 
He was taken to the hospital a week 
ago, but had been in 111 health for sev- 
eral weelj^, several times being forced 
to relln<)ul8h the bench, to which ho 
was elected last November. 

Ills widow and two sons, William 
and Frank, survive him. 

Judge Worthington was a son of W. 
J. Worthington, who was Lieutenant 
Governor In the administration of Gov. 
W. O. Bradle|r. He entered the Uni- 
versity ot Ke^tocky In lfS6 and later 
was a studsnt at Ooorgetown Uni- 
versity, Washingtoa. 

Ho studied' law la the oflces of 
Breckinridge * Shelby and In 1897 
was admitted to the bar. Tor three 
years he was with the law firm, hut In 
1900 began the practice of law for 
himself and handled principally real 
estate and title cases. Judge Worth- 
ington was born and reared In Green- 
up county. 

For a number of years he served as 
referee In bankruptcy for the Lexing- 
ton district In the United States Dis- 
trict Court .the appointment having 
been made by Judge A. M. J. Cochran. 

Judge Worthington ,the Republican 
nominee, defeated tonnw Congress- 
man W. P. Kimball, Damoorat, in the 
election laet November. He succeeded 
R. C. Stoll, who is aow'serring as Spe- 
cial Judge.

Many will have sympathy with this thought ; more will have sym- 
pathy witli the inirposf back of it than they will with the itself. 

Just how much good it would do to compel everj- child to go to 
ehureh is problematical. It would do some good, of course; but it 
would do some harm, too. 

For when you attempt to compel people to do what they ought 
to do, what it is good for them to do and bad for them not to do, you 
get into something psychologically deep. Many a person who habit- 
ually refrains from church-going persists in that attitude because it 
is a reaction from a period when stem parents compelled church-go- 
ing. This chureh-going, which ought to bo vastly otherwise, grow 
into a concept of something that they had to do but didu t want to 
do because they had to. When parental discipline was shake noff. 
they quit going because they no longer had to. 

Many a grown person today is missing a great delight in life 
because he hates the '•classics'" in literature. He hates them because 
when he went to school the classics were forced upon him as some- 
thing he had to take because it was good for him. Having associated 
compulsion with these gems of litciatun'. In- lost no tim<'. wlu-n th 
compulsion ended, in blotting them out of his life forever. Some in 
later life, approaching these very classics in forgetfulness of the old 
association, have found delights they had never suspected. 

People who are good because they have found it best to be good 
get more out of goodneisa than peple who have been good because they 
had 1 1"". A '^Tt at many people, m^'he most people, have to be tor- 
tured halt to dciith by the pains that grow out of sin before they learn 
to appreciate the peace and calm that are the rewards of living in 
harmony with the principle of goodness. 

People don't go to church enough, and too many never go at all. 
If they only knew it, they are missmg a great deal They are miss- 
ing, indeed, all the real substance of life ; and not all the pleasures of 
Ihe world can ever make up for it. Not that just going to church 
is the real substance of life, though it is a tremendously good thing 
iu itself; but that the spirit that they ought to get out of church-go- 
ing and out of what they learn in church, IB, if they Uve it, tiie real 
substance of life as' it should be. 

But it is doubtful if this good could be gained always by tli^ns*' 
who Ment to church beeiiusc they were compelled to. If there were a 
rigidly enforced la wrequiring everybody to go to church. It is 
doubtful if tiiat law would produce any givat increase in the spirit 
of religion, and it might very easily work the other way. 

If We had had the saying of that "remarkable remark " of Mr. 
Marshall's, we believe we would have said it this way : 

"If I had the power T would make every child in the United
